PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

WuITE STARR, a notorious burglar, 
was being taken via the Monon to the 
Michigan City (Ind.) pententiary, on 
the 2ist. by a deputy sheriff. Just as 
the train had left Nora station Starr 
said he wanted a drink and the deputy 
went with him to a water tank near 
the car door.

THE pope owing to the extreme heat, 
has suspended for the time the grant- 
ing of audiences. 

ACCORDING to the New York World 
President Cleveland will not appoint a 
suecessor to the late Justice Blatch- 
ford until congress meets. The various 
rumors cirenlated that the justiceship 
will be offered to Secretary Gresham 
or Secretary Carlisle, or to Attorney- 
General Olney, the World adds, have 
no foundation in fact. 

PRESIDENT EzetA of Salvador,it is re- 
ported, has discovered a conspiracy 
against him, and twenty-three of 
the conspirators have been shot, among 
them Gen. Avilez. 

YAGATI SINGH, maharajah of Kapur- 
thal, India, reached New York on the 
steamer Paris on the 22d. He is ac- 
companied by one of his wives, the 
fourth in number, and quite a distin- 
guished suite. 

On the 23d there was a mild sensa- 
tion at the morning service in the Cen- 
tral Congregational church at Fall 
River, Mass., created by the first ap- 
pearance there of Miss Lizzie C. Bor- 
den since the tragic event at her home 
last August. 

McBripE Bros., of Philadelphia, 
owners of the yacht “Yankee Doodle,” 
have announced that they will match 
their craft against the Rex, Vamoose, 
Norwood, Javelin or any other yacht 
in the world, for $1,000 a side, distance 
from 1 to 50 miles, in cither smooth or 
rough water, on a river or at sea.

Fred C. Ainsworth, chief of the record 
and pensions division of the war depart- 
ment; George W. Dant, the contractor 
employed to make the excavation for 
the electric-light plant; William  E.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 19th J. R. Thomas, cashier of 
a bank in Ovid, N. Y., hearing bur- 
glars in the post office, next door to 
the bank, went down to the street and 
called upon them to throw up their 
hands. He was fired upon and slightly 
wounded twice, and, returning the fire, 
killed one of the burglars. 

Fire destroyed Sykes, Allis & Moore- 
house's large woolen mill at Reynolds- 
ville, Pa., on the 19th. The fire was 
caused by a nail passing through a 
picking machine. Loss on the mill, 
about $50,000; insurance, $8,000. The 
residences of John “Richards and Wil- 
liam Burke, adjoining the mill, were 
burned; loss, about $20,000. 

Macere Pixcter and Emma Pizlez, 
cousins, each aged 5, were run down 
and instantly killed, on the 20th, in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., by a car on the West 
End electric line. 

PATRICK GALLAGHER, as a result of 
whose original confession himself, 
Dempsey. Beatty and Davidson were 
convicted of complicity in the whole- 
sale poisoning of non-union workmen 
at Homestead, Pa., and sent to prison, 
and who, on the 19th, made a second 
confession retracting his, former state> 
ments, sent for the prison warden on 
the 20th and, repudiating his recanta- 
tion, reaffirmed under oath his first 
eonfession. 


‘On the 2ist two entire ‘blocks of 
buildings in Long Island City, N. Y., 
were destroyed by fire. The burned 
district included a newly erected Cath- 
olic church, parsonage and parochial 
school building. 

THE great driving wheel of the Mem- 
phis (Tenn.) electric power-house burst 
into hundreds of pieces, on the 21st, 
tearing up the building and killing 
Engineer cat McDermott instantly. 
The wheel was 4 feet across, 15 feet in 
diameter and weighed 2,700 pounds. It 
became wild and from some unknown 
cause began revolving with incredible 
speed, and before it could be stopped 
burst. 

In New York, on the 22d, two persons 
were killed and three injured by the 
falling in of the rear wall of a tene- 
ment house, caused by a premature 
blast. 

Mrs. VAUERCHECH, wife of a farmer, 
was held up by two masked men 5 
miles west of Rutledge, Minn., on the 
22d, and robbed of $400. The robbers 
shot her, slightly wounding her. 

On the 24th, after quarreling about 
the fee for pulling a tooth, Dr. Hirsh- 
berg, of Columbus, O., shot and in- 
stantly killed Theodore K. Meisse, a 
grocer. 

ON the 24th fire broke ont in the 
north end of the Transportation build- 
ing at the World’s fair, but was extin- 
guished before much damage was 
done. For a few minutes the crowds 
in the building were «almost panic- 
stricken. 

AT Medfield, Mass., on the 23d, the 
bonnet-wire covering factory of Moses 
F. Clark & Co. was struck by lightning, 
and with its contents destroyed by fire. 
Loss, $20,000; insurance, $12,900. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

NEARLY 200 national banks have 
closed their doors since the first of Jan- 
uary, against fifty during the same pe- 
riod last year. Of the failures this year 
five have been United States deposito- 
ries. 

THE weekly statement of the asso- 
ciated banks of New York city, issued 
on the 22d, shows’ the following 
changes: Reserve, increase, $3,012,550; 
loans, decrease, #4,308,300; specie, in- 
crease, $1,584,400; legal tenders, in- 
crease, $503,700; deposits, decrease, 
$3,687,800; circulation, increase, $129,- 
000. The banks held $1,256,550 below 
_ requirements of the 25-per-cent. 
rule. 

On the 22d the New York. clearing~ 
house loan commitce retired $150,000 
loan certificates, leaving total out- 
standing, $21,990,000. 

FRANCE notified the powers on the 
24th that she intended to establish a 
blockade of the Siamese coast without 
prejudice to the other measures that 
may be taken with the object of secur- 
ing to France the guarantees to which 
she is entitled. . 

AveaustT 20 is the date fixed for the 
election of members of the French 
chamber vf deputies, second ballots to 
be taken September 2. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





In consequence of gross carelessness 
on the part of the local authorities, 
which nearly caused an epidemic of 
yellow fever, the marine hospital ser- 
vice has assumed control of the quae- 
antine service at Brunswick, Ga. 

Tne balance of trade against this 
country during the past twelve months 
is nearly $300,000,000 in actual cash. 

SAMUEL L. CLAMPETT, husband of the 
postmistress of Cherry Valley, Ark., 
has been arrested on the charge of pur- 
chasing goods with stamps and selling 
them in large quantities to non-resident 
merchants in order to increase the 
salary of the office. 

Ir seems highly probable that the 
position made vacant on the United 
States Supreme bench will be tendered 
to Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle. 

Tue weekly crop report of the weather 
bureau states that the rainfall has been 
deficient throughout the Northern 
States. While the corn crop is yet un- 
injured, itis ina threatened condition 
in Nebraska and Iliinois. 

Tnx shipments of currency by the 
New York banks to the interior on the 
24th amounted to $1,500,000. Most of 
tho money went to Cincinnati and In- 
dianapolis. Some money went to Chicago 
and St. Louis. 

THERE seems to be a shortage on the 
records of the Auditor of State of Kansas 
connected with the sale of public school 
lands which amounts to about $36,000 
and embraces about thirty counties. 

Tye crops in the neighborhood of Mal- 

vern Ark., are reported good. Early 
corn is now secure. Tho cotton plant is 
of good size, healthy appearance and 
promises to do well. 
' Larece numbers of grasshoppers have 
made their appearance in the central 
part of Phillips County, Ark.. and are 
playing havoc with the corn and young 
clover. 

Two HUNDRED and_ twenty-eight 
thousand ounces of silver were shipped 
from New York on the 24th on one 
steamer. 

Joun Evans, a mechanic of Spring- 
field, Pa., has almost completed the con- 
struction of an airship which he claims 
will revolutionize wrial navigation. 

Tur furnace and other properties of 
the Woodstock Iron Company at Annis- 
ton, Ala., were sold on the 23d at clerk 
and master’s sale to John B. Knox for 
the bondholders at $400,000. 





~ INDICTED FOR MURDER. 


Col. Ainsworth, George W. Dant, W. FE. 
@overt and Frances Sasse Presented for 
the Murder of the Twenty-Three Vic- 
tims of the Ford's Threater Collapse in 
June, by the Grand Jury of the District 


of Columbia, 

Wasuinaton, July 23.—The grand 
jury found a true bill against Col. Fred 
C. Ainsworth, chief of the record and 
pension division of the war depart- 
ment; George W. Dant, the contractor 
employed to make the excavation for 
the electric-light plant; William E. 
Covert, superintendent, and Francis 
Sasse, engineer of the building, holding 
them responsible for the Ford's old 
theater disaster of June 9% last, in 
which twenty-three persons lost their 
lives and a large number of others were 
injured. 

_The indictment sets forth the crea- 
tion and organization of the record 
and pension division of the war de- 
partment under an act of congress and 
the appointment by the president of 
Frederick C. Ainsworth, a captain and 
assistant surgeon in the army, as the 
head of the division, with the rank 
of colonel, and that he was given 
charge of Ford’s old theater 
building and of the persons 
employed in it, and was also in charge 
on the 9th of June when portions of 
the second and third floors of the build- 
ing fell. 

The indictment describes in detail the 
excavations that were in progress for 
the purpose of putting in an electric- 
light plant at the time of the accident, 
and avers that Frederick C. Ains- 
worth, George W. Dant, William 
EK, Covert and Francis Sasse under- 
took the performance of this work, and, 
being wholly unmindful of their duty, 
removed the earth supporting the pier 
without having first caused the pier to 
be relieved, by shoring, from the great 
pressure upon it of the weight of iron 
columns, iron beams, cross-beams and 
parts of the floors immediately above 
it. By reason of this most culpable 
negligence the pier sank and broke, 
precipitating parts of the second and 
third floors with their occupants to 
the ground. The grand jury then for- 
mally finds that in the manner de- 
scribed in the indictment the accused 
did wilfully kill and slay the persons 
whose death is under investigation. 

It is understood that Col. Ainsworth 
and the other defendants will not be 
geraigned for some days yet, as their 
trial can not take place before the Sep- 
ber term of court. 





MUST OBEY THE LAW. 

The Striking Miners at Weir City, Kas., 
Warned by the Sheriff—Foreigners Manu- 
facturing Dynamite Bombs. 

KANSAS City, Mo., July 24.—The 
situation at the mines at Weir City and 
Pittsburgh, Kas., is more hopeful for 
the operators and consequently more 
gloomy for the miners than at any 
time since the strike began. Yester- 
day shaft No. 57 at Weir City started 
up. The non-union miners were pro- 
tected by a foree of deputy sheriffs. 
Shaft No. 18 was started this morning. 

The sheriff made an address to the 
strikers. He told them that he was 
under orders from the governor to 
keep the peace and protect the men 
who are working, and that he would 
certainly obey. He also said that if he 
found that he did not have and could 
not obtain a sufficient number of depu- 
ties to protect the non-union men he 
would call upon the governor for 
troops. ‘There are, he said, 500 
military stationed within three hours 
ride on the cars from Weir City. If 
brought there they would soon deci- 
mate the ranks of thestrikers.” In con- 
clusion the sheriff said the only thing 
that now causes him to apprehend 
further trouble is the fact that foreign- 
ers in Weir City are manufacturing 
dynamite bombs. 


A WEAK-KNEED SHERIFF 











Suspended for Cowardice—Lynchers to 
be Indicted. 

Mempnuis, Tenn., July 25.—There is a 
storm of indignation against Sheriff 
McLendon for his exhibition of weak- 
ness Saturday night in turning Lee 
Walker over to a drunken mob of 
hoodlums, railroad switchmen and 
boys. Half a dozen men could have 
defended the jail and run them into 
the Mississippiriver. Yesterday morn- 
ing Judge Scruggs suspended McLen- 
don pending an_ investigation, and 
placed the coroner in charge of his 
ofice. The grand jury will be called 
to-day, and it looks as if McLendon 
will be indicted. 

The judge strongly condemns the 
lynching, and says he will bring all 
the parties to justice. Harry Frayser. 
one of the mob leaders, was arrested 
at noon yesterday, and others will be 
brought in during the afternoon. 


A FATAL BLOW. 


A Coachman Killed by His Employer at 
Oconomowoc, Wis. 
Oconomowoc, Wis., July 25.—Wm. 
Schumacher, coachman for Wm. A. 
Thompson, of Chicago, was instantly 
klled this morning by a blow struck by 
hisemployer. Young Thompson is a 
son of Wm. A. Thompson,who died last 
yar, and lives at hissummer residence 
ix Islandale, on La Belle lake. Mr. 
Thompson had occasion to visit his 
stable when he found his coachman in 
aa altercation with another employe. 
Mr. Thompson interfered and struck 
Schumacher a blow under the ear from 
the effects of which he soon died. 
The trouble seems to have originatea in 
dissipation on the part of the coachman 
and in tale-bearing on the part of the 
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DEMOCRATS ON SILVER. 


A Leaf From Last Year’a Presidential 
Campaign History. 

President Cleveland in his recent con- 
gressional call charged our silver cur- 
rency with bringing about ‘‘a perilous 
condition.” This recalls his sentiments 
of December 5, 1885, when in his first 
annual message he predicted that the 
silver act of 1878 would speedily result 
in disaster. Said he in his message of 
eight years agu: 

“That disaster has not already overtaken us 
furnishes no proof that danger does not wait 
upon a continuation of the present silver coin- 
age. * * * Prosperity hesitates upon our 
threshold because of the dangers and uncer- 
tainties surrounding this question. Capital 
timidly shrinks from trade, and investors are 
unwilling to take the chance of the question- 
able shape in which their money will be re- 
turned to them, while enterprise halts at a risk 
against which care and sagacious management 
do not protect. As a necessary consequence 
labor lacks employment, and suffering and dis- 
tress are visited upon a portion of our fellow 
citizens especially entitled to the careful con- 
sideration of those charged with the duties of 
legislation.”’ 

The Bland act, which provided for the 
purchase and coinage .of 2,000,000 to 
4,000,000 ounces of silver monthly, was 
retained five years after the above mes- 
sage. During that period democratic 
congressmen, instead of obeying their 
chief's instructions to put down silver, 
pointed to the prosperity which fol- 
lowed it and voted to further increase 
silver coinage at every opportunity. 
The platforms of democracy in the 
great majority of the states demanded 
the extension of silver coinage by free 
coinage. The only reason why the 
democratic members of congress did 
not favor the Sherman act was that it 
was not strongly enough in favor of sil- 
ver. They wanted free and unlimited 
coinage. One month before the passage 
of the Sherman act the democrats of 
the lower house supported Bland’s free 
coinage resolution by a vote of 101 to 
12. Six mouths after the passage of 
the Sherman act the democrats in the 
senate supported Vest’s free coinage 
substitute for the Stewart bill by a vote 
of 24to1. In March, 1592, again the 
democrats in the house supported free 
ewinage by a vote of 130 to 81. 

One year ago last month the demo- 
crats in national convention at Chicago 
placed in their national platform a 
plank providing ‘‘for the use of both 
silver and gold as the standard money 
of the country,” and ‘“‘for the coinage 
of both gold and silver without dis- 
crimination.” This was a strong re- 
buke to Grover Cleveland’s doctrine of 
monometallism, and yet it was not rad- 
ical enough in favor of silver to suit 
the democrats in congress. Therefore 
when Senator Carey a fortnight after 
the convention introduced in the United 
States senate a bill embodying the doc- 
trine and phraseology of the national 
democratic platform coinage plank, the 
democrats of the senate rejected the 
bill by a vote of 16 to6, They then 
voted for free coinage by a vote of 16 to 
7, there being also 13 democrats paired 
in favor of free coinage and only two 
against. 

One year ago the democrats in the 
United States senate repudiated the 
straddling position of their national 
platform and supported free coinage, 
29 to9. It is exactly one year ago that 
the democrats in the lower house on a 
test vote supported the position of 
their brethren in the senate by a vote 
of 118 to 94. 

It is scarcely six months, however, 
since the democratic members of both 
the house and senate refused to repeal 
the Sherman act, the denunciations of 
the party platform to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Democratic votes in the 
senate defeated repeal, and democratic 
votes in the house repeated the de- 
feat. Republican majorities in both 
bodies favored repeal, as will be the 
case in the coming congress. The 
resistance to the doctrine now preached 
by the present democratic administra- 
tion came from the democratic side of 
congress, as it will come in the con- 
gress which convenes on August7. It 
is a contest between the democrats of 
the east, headed by Grover Cleveland, 
and the democrats of the south and 
west, headed by Bland in the house 
and Vestin the senate. Last winter, 
when Congressman Bland defeated in 
the house the attempt of the Cleveland 
followers to repeal the Sherman act, 
he defied the administration forces in 
the east to lay aside silver and 
threatened the demolition of the 
democratic party the day it should de- 
feat silver. It now remains to be seen 
whether or not Mr. Bland will carry 
out his threat, or will be satisfied with 
the wild-cat currency  substitute.— 
Minneapolis Tribune.

Effects of the Democratic Adminietrattos 
on the National Prosperity. 

A year ago the commercial agency of 
R. G. Dun & Co. issued a review of the 
business year then concluded, which 
forms extremely interesting reading as 
a mere matter of comparison and con- 
trast. Its review read: 

“A fiscal year never matched in the 
whole history of the country, in vol- 
ume of industrial production, in mag- 
nitude of domestic exchanges, or in for- 
eign trade, has just closed. The im- 
ports of the vear have been about $833,- 
000,000; the increase at New York in 
June over last year being about 18 per 
cent. Exports from New York in June 
gained 15.4 per cent. and the aggregate 
for the year has been about #1,027,- 
000,000. Railroad earnings have been 
the largest in any year thus far, and 
clearings in June the largest ever 
known in that month, exceeding last 
year 8 per cent., and for the whole year 
the largest ever known outside New 
York. Failures for the half year have 
been 5,506; against 6,074 in 1891, and 
liabilities $62,000,000 against %92,000,000, 
and, on the whole, about the smallest 
for five years. Ir spite of the low 
prices, additional works are going intc 
operation, even in the iron manufac: 
ture, and yet more in woolen and cot 
ton. Money is abundant at all finan’ 
cial centers, with but moderate de 
mand, and collections generally good. 
Rarely has the country begun a new 
fiscal year with more satisfactory com- 
mercial prospects, and there is less fi- 
nancial apprehension than is usual ina 
presidential year.” 

That was in July, 1892, when Benja- 
min Harrison was president, the na- 
tional government in the control of 
the republican party and the people en- 
joying unprecedented prosperity. 

The review of R. G. Dun & Co. forthe 
past year has not been issued; and the 
sudden loss of prosperity and _ the 
frightful shrinkage in the wealth of 
the country which have occurred since 
Mr. Cleveland was elected president 
last November or even since he was 
inaugurated, last March, are yet to ba 
told. But the character of the review 
is foreshadowed in the concluding sen- 
tences of last week's trade summary 
made by this commercial agency. 

Read them! 

Here is the doleful story: 

“The volume of domestic trade shrinks 
considerably, especially at the west. 
Bank clearings in June are aboni 10 
per cent. smaller than last year, the 
decrease at the west being nearly 20 
per cent. Business in iron and steel 
products is remarkably depressed, and 
experienced observers pronounce tho 
situation and outlook the most unfavor- 
able ever known. The volume of busi- 
ness is quite large, but at the lowest 
prices on record. Trade in woolens is 
much restricted and waiting for future 
developments, neither manufacturers 
nor merchants caring to take risks 
which they can avoid. In boots and 
shoes a somewhat general suspensien 
of manufacture at the east seems fore- 
shadowed, and while cotton mills are 
in good shape there is much reluctance 
to enter into large engagements for the 
future. The business failures for the 
last seven days, as reported by tele- 
graph to R. G. Dun & Co., the mer- 
cantile agency, number for the United 
States 307, and for Canada 27, or a total 
of 334. For the corresponding week of 
last year the figures were 171 failures in 
the United States and 26in Canada. For 
the quarter ending June 30 the failures 
in the United States number 3,199, as 
against 2,119 for the second quarter of 
1892. For the first six months of 1894 
the failures number 6,401, as against 
5,503 during the same period in 1892, 
showing an increase of 898. The total 
liabilities of all the failures occurring in 
the first six months of 1893 are $168,- 
000,000, while for the same period in 

1892 they were $62,000,000, showing an 
increase of #106,000,000.” 

The American people did not recog- 
nize a good thing when they had it. 
There are thousands of’ democrats

A voung girl was charged with the 
most h3iious of crimes committed in 
the n os revolting matter. 

The stepmother, it was proved was 
killed first. To have been killed by 
Lizzie without leaving any trace, the 
act must have been done by the young 
girl in a perfectiy neud state. 

This was also true of her own father, 
who, it was proven, was killed while 
asleep on the sofa one hour after the 
murder of his wife. 

After a most remarkabie and search- 
ing trial Lizzie Borden was acquitted. 

The case was tried before learned 
jurists, intelligent jurymen and law- 
yers of national reputation. The trial 
lasted many days, every detailof which 
is familiar to the public. 

Since Lizzie Borden’s acquittal she 
has been quietly at her home attending 
to the settling of her father’s estate, 
which amounted to and over $100,000. 

She has been the recipient of many 
letters from crowds—both male and fe- 
male—including several offers of mar- 
riage. Her manner has been morose 
and melancholy to an unusual degree. 
This, however, was considered perfect- 
ly natural.

New York’s Death Chair Did Not Do Its 
Work Well. 


New York, July 2%.—A_ dispatch 
from Auburn, sent out immediately 


after the attempt to electrocute M. G. 
Taylor was made, says: 

The electrocution of M. G. Taylor,for 
the murder of Solomon Johnson, in Au- 
burn prison, was not a success. The 


footrest of the chair broke and the dy- 
pnamos gave out, so that a second cur- 
rent could not be applied. 

He was not dead from the first con- 
tact, and soon began breathing heavily. 
He was placed ona cot and conveyed 
back to his corridor, where he contin- 
ned breathing and groaning, with his 
pulse growing stronger. 

It is now thought power will have to 
be obtained from the city electric plant 
and Taylor will have to be replaced in 
the chair and electrocuted to death. 
The physicians say he was unconscious 
after the first contact of over 1,700 
volts. His condition at present is anal- 
agous to that of a man stricken with 
apoplexy. Morphine has just been ad- 
ministered.

A FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


One Man and Three Horses Were Blown 
to Fragments, 

PitTsepurG, July 28.—M. S. VanBu- 
ren and two brothers went to their 
magazine near Samples’ Station, on the 
Pittsburg and Western railway, to get 
aload of nitro-glycerine for the pur- 
pose of shooting an oil well. 

The dangerous fluid was being trans- 
ferred to a wagon to which three horses 
were attached.

The terrific concussion shook the sur- 
rounding buildings violently.

The three horses were also blown to 
fragments, while only a few small pieces 
of the wagon remain. 

A hole was blown into the ground 
large enough for acellar. Several peo- 
ple were injured by concussion and fly- 
ing debris, but they all will recover. 
Van Buren was 22 years old and un- 
married. The escape of his brothers 
who were near by was miraculous. 





WHAT BRUNSWICK SAYS. 





That Case of Yellow Fever Was Many 
Miles Away. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., July 28.—The effort 
of parties in Savannah to locate the 
case of yellow fever which was on the 
bark Berwin at Brunswick over a 
month ago calculated to injure this 
port. 

The Berwin was 64 milesfrom Bruns- 
wick when Health Officer Dunwoody 
prondunced the case fever. This officer 
has always beon vigilant, reports of Sa- 
vannah officers to the contrary, and he 
at once sent the vessel to Sopelo, where 
the government quarantining station is 
located. 

The bark never went up nearer Bruns- 
wick than the quarantine station, 3 
miles out, and this was seven days be- 
fore the fever developed. Vessels com- 
ing from Havanna—a port which is 
never free of yellow fever—have always 
been handled with great precaution at 
Brunswick. and not the slightest fear 
has ever bi. u tcit by citizens or by vis- 
itors to the popular isiuud resorts near 
that city. 

The reports sent out from Savannah 
are regarded as huge jokes by those ac- 
quainted with the healthfulness of 
Brunswick. Reports show that she is 
the healthiest south Atlantic or gulf 
sea port. 





The Pensicn Savings, 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—As the result 
of the examination now being made of 
the pension cases allowed by Commis- 
sioner Raum under his interpretation of 
the act of July 27, 3890, 100,000 pen- 
sions will be suspended.

Here Are the Terms.

change of ratification of the treaty with- 
out reserve all rights of sovereignty in 
and over the Hawaiian islands and de 
pendencies to the United states to bec »m 
an integral part thereof. 
- Article 2 cedes and transf-rs the abso- 
lute fee of all government and crown 
lands, public buildings, ports, harbors, 
fortifications, military and naval equip- 
ments and all other public property. 

Article 3 provides that ths existing 
government of the Hawaiian islands and 
the laws relating to its internal policy 
are to be continued for five years to be 
executed and carried out under tie dirzc- 
tion of a United States commissioner ap- 
pointed by the president and senate, said 
comunissioner to reside in the Hawaiian 
isiauds, with power to veto within 10 days 
apy act passed by the local government, 
which shall thereupon become void unless 
approved by the president of the United 
States. 

Article 4 prohibits the immigration of 
Chinese laborers into the Hawaiian is- 
lands until such time as © ongr sg: shall 
rhe teggy further legislation.

WOMAN'S INEFFICIENCY. 


Her Employers Are Usually to Blame 
For It. 

“It strikes me,” said a philanthropic 
woman who has had great opportun- 
ities for obwrvation and who, it may 
be said, always makes good use of it, 
“that there is a good deal of very short- 
sighted criticism in the talk about the 
airs of superiority that women type- 
writers and clerks in offices take upon 
themselves. That they doassume these 
airs I am perfectly willing to admit, 
but when this statement is made I 
would like to see honest treatment of 
the case and the true reason why this 
is so. 

“One morning not long since I had 
occasion to wait for a lawyer eminent 
in his profession, a middle-aged man 
and one who has for years had num- 
bers of men and women in his employ. 


“While I sat in the room occupied by | 


the young woman who filled the posi- 


tion of typewriter, I had, as it happen- | 


ed, seated myself in such a location 
that I could not be seen from the en- 
trance-door. When, therefore, the 
proprietor of the office entered, no one 
was visible but an exceptionally inter- 
esting young woman in an exceedingly 
beceming dress of dark blue with trim- 
mings of white and the daintiest of 
linen collar and cuffs. An intelligent 
face, bands of glossy brown hair with 
little soft curls around the forehead, 
no ornaments except an exquisite 
bunch of flowers at her belt, all mak- 
ing up a picture as pleasing as a rather 
blase middle-aged man would care to 
lovk upon. This man came in, closed 
the door, walked up to the desk and in 
an exceedingly gentle and carefully 
modulated tone said: 

‘***Good morning, dearie. You are 
looking as sweet as a peach this morn- 
ing; I hope you feel better than you did 
yesterday.’ 

**Yes, thank you.’ she said, with an 
upward turn of her eyes, a most ex- 
pressive pair, by the way. 

“Nothing more was said, the man 
passed into the inner office, removed 
his hat and coat, and put on his of- 
fice jacket, and prepared for the 
day's work. The office filled up rapidly 
with clients, and it would have been 
difficult to reconcile the somewhat im- 
perious and peremptory tone of the 
man of business with the cooing ca- 
dence of that ‘good morning, dearie.’ 
Shertly after the lawyer and I were 
guests atthe same honse. During the 
evening the conversation turned upon 
woman-clerks, and this man delivered 
himself of an opinion that amused me. 
He said that women were all very well, 
indeed did quite as well as could be ex- 
pected, but that they seemed to de- 
mand more or less petting, coddling 
and favors; they liked to be waited upon 


and took advantage of circumstances | 


to shirk their duties and slight their 
work. He had employed them, indeed 
had a number of them in his office at 
the time, and that was his experience 
with them. They were less prompt 
and business-like in their methods than 
menand altogether in some respects 
not as pieasantemployes; of course they 
were pretty and agreeable to have 
around, much more so than men, but 
when on: came right down to business 
there were objections to them. 

‘I couldn't repress a smile as I won- 
dered whatsort ef man-clerks that gen- 
tleman would have had if he had petted 
them and ‘dearied’ them and compli- 
mented them as he did that twenty- 
year-old fypewriter that I heard him 
talking te that morning. Now, the gist 
of the while matter is this: These men 
employ wtman clerks and typewriters, 
flirt with them, make pretty speeches 
to them, and, in some cases, act ex- 
tremely silly over them, then criticise 
them becavse they take advantage, as 
they claim, of the fact that they are 
women. Now, what I want to know 
is who's to »lame for it all? Certainly, 
no person with common sense could 
say thet the girl is, for from the very 
beginning She is made a pet and a 
plaything of—by spells. Any one who 
knows the jeast bit about human na- 
ture is well aware that you can not dis- 
cipline one minute and relax rules the 
nextand have any regularity of con- 
duct. I do not say that all men do 
these things. Ido not know whether 
they do or net, neither do I care; but I 
do know that the women who take the 
most liberty with their emplovers are 
those with whom the employers make 
most free amd inefficient service is just 
as inevitably the result of this as that 
the sun rises and sets. There area 
good many other things that may be 
said in justic> to woman employes, but 
this one instance aptly illustrates one 
of the most glaring of the absurdities 
that are apparent in the talk about 
women in business.”—N. Y. Ledger.

PRESERVED ‘STRAWBERRIES. 


A Brand New Recipe Which Is Recom- 
mended to All Housewives, 

It is customary to recommend new 
recipes by saying that they are given 
by old and experienced housekeepers. 
In the present instance the method is 
one employed by a young housekeeper 
who could give many points to her 
elders were it not for her modesty. 
This particular receipe for strawberry 
jam is too good to be kept secret. 

Select home-grown fruit, ripe, sound 
and clean. Hull it and avoid washing, 
if possible. If you must wash it, do s¢ 
by putting it into a colander and im- 
mersing the vessel in a pan of water. 
By this means the sand will drop into 
the pan and the berries will not be- 
come soaked. Allow five pounds of 
granulated sugar to seven of fruit. 
Cover the berries with some of the su- 


gar and let them stand for sev- 
eral hours. Put the remainder 
of the sugar into a _ preserving 
kettle, and when it forms a 


sirup add the berries and boil ten 
minutes. ‘Then remove them and 
spread the whole mass on platters— 


i Sak ? ina of course—and set in the sun, 
the sign of the superiority of a race or china 


where they must remain for three 
days. It is important that they should 
be so spread that the berries do not lie 
one on top of the other. After three 
days put into jars and seal. Some 
housekeepers add a small lump of 
alum to-the sugar, ‘but after reading 
so much about the injurious effects of 
alum adulterations, it seems a pity to 
adulterate home-made preserves. 

There is only one disadvantage about 
this method, and that is the possibility 
of not having three successive days of 
strong sunlight. In strawberry sea- 
son we can usually count on two days, 
and even should a day of cloud or rain 
intervene, the first day's exposure 
would set the berries so that they 
would not spoil. Moreover, if sun can 
not be had, they can be turned, back 
into the kettle and finished in the 
usual way.—N Y. World.
